Cancer (pronouneed kanser) of lip, 
tongue or cheek lining is usually the 
least maligant type. epithelioma, per- 
haps years in developing at the sife 
of any old or prolonged irritation, 4s 
‘rom neglected rough or broken teeth 
or faulty dentures, slight burns from 
smoking, the irritation of an old pipe. 
In any ease where the least suspicion 
of cancer arises, the teeth should be 
thoroughly cleaned by the dentist and 
sn.oothed; tobacco should be given up 
if it is used; the lesion should receive 
proper medica. treatment. Radium or 
X-ray treatments will cure epithe- 
lioma if employed before the neigh- 
boring lymph nodes have’ become in- 
volved. Radical surgical excision of 
ihe lesion in lip or tongue and the 
affected neighboring Iympli nodes is 
the only effective treatment for 
epithelioma when the disease has heen 
long dallied with.

Syphilis may produce mouth lesions 
in any stage. Occasionally the pri-
